of the state institutions or state de­ 
partments have been considered. Of 
the total $108,464 is included in what 
might be regarded as miscellaneous 
appropriations, but the largest end 
of the general amount is for state ed­ 
ucational 
institutions. 
For 
rural 
schools alone $2,500,000 is proposed 
in a bill by Mr. Feebly of Oklahoma 
county, with the state board of agri­ 
culture asking for $170,000 for main­ 
tenance, and the district agricultur­ 
al schools for a total of $258,000. 
Only two of the bills have been pass­ 
ed by the senate. In addition to the 
general amount there arc bills ap­ 
propriating 48,712.76 for deficiencies 
already before the house committee, 
but this does not 
touch 
the 
full 
amount which will be asked in oth­ 
er house and senate bills by $200,000. 
Normals are clamoring for new build­ 
ings, and state institutions created 
since statehood are clamoring for 
funds with w'hich t3 complete their 
buildings heretofore authorized. 
Before some of the state institu­ 
tions 
receive 
large 
appropriations, 
the indications are they will be call­ 
ed upon to demonstrate the needs by 
showing that the institution is re­ 
ceiving merited patronage, and with 
a view' of determining whether the 
pay rolls are loaded with supernum­ 
erary help, the senate has passed a 
resolution requiring that charges to 
that effect made to the legislature be 
investigated by a legislative commit­ 
tee. It has been ventured that Okla­

In 1790 about 4,000 bales were rais­ 
ed in this country; in 1800, $150,00^ 
bales; in 1825, 600,000; in 1840, 2.000- 
000. 'In 1860 there was a trem endous 
crop of nearly 5,000,000 bales, a fig­ 
ure not reached again till 1879. In 
1904 the crop w as 13,700,000 bales, 
an am ount not since equalled. The 
price of cotton has varied from 5 
cents (in 1898), up to 30 or 40 im­ 
m ediately after the war. The crop of 
1904 sold at 12 cents, and it has rul­ 
ed higher since.—The New Educator.

Any conception of advertising 
not based upon

promotion of the business ad­ 
vertised is falsely founded. 
In

itself but it must be measured 
and its value estimated solely 
in terms of the good 
it 
does 
the article or business adver­ 
tised. 
No merchant will have solved 
the question of advertising as 
long as he is neglecting some 
force or method of 
giving his 
customers 
better 
satisfaction 
with his merchandise 
and his 
service. Likewise, no merchant 
will be able to perfect his busi­ 
ness organization until he util­ 
izes the forces which are found 
in consistent, wide-awake news­ 
paper advertising. 
These two, 
the ability to satisfy customers 
and an intelligent use of adver­ 
tising, are both but elements of 
the business institutions^ suc­ 
cess. 
To neglect either element 
means a falling short of the de­ 
sired goal, although sometimes, 
to the casual observer, the suc­ 
cess achieved in the absence of 
advertising 
seems 
an 
argu­ 
ment against it. 
To illustrate. 
I have in mind
